ican nationals and some claims. 


An agreement also was reached for 


a "consular convention" between the 
two countries in which the United 
States is to be assured that its cit- 
izens will have all the rights that 
are granted to the nationals of other 
states under existing treaties with the 
Soviet. The convention 
will 
deal 


specifically with the rights of consuls 
of America and Russia.

SL,id that the accord reached before 
recognition set no precedents so far 
as Russia was concerned and that it 
conformed to other 
understandings 


and treaties reached by the Soviet 
with other states. 


The involved question of claims and 


counter-claims between the two coun- 
tries was largely left for further ne- 
gotiations. 


The Soviet government,

made some concessions, among them 
the important one that it would waive 
all demands growing out of the expe- 
dition headed by General William S. 
Graves to Siberia in August, 1918.

World Hears

News Reaches Russia 


MOSCOW, Russia.—(#>)—The news 


that America finally had recognized 
the Soviet government came to Mos- 
cow shortly after midnight Saturday 
and found Soviet officialdom in bed. 


Due to the hour, there was no of- 


ficial comment available, either on 
recognition or the appointment of Wil- 
liam C. Bullitt as the American am- 
bassador to the Soviet Union. 


It was said that Bullitt is bound to 


meet favor here, because of his ef- 
forts to persuade President Wilson to 
recognize the Bolshcviki during the 
Versailles Peace conference. 


Observers had little doubt that 


American recognition 
will be the 


cause of enormous elation all over 
Russia, where the people have been 
puzzled so many years at the appar- 
ently hostile attitude of official Wash- 
ington. 


Japan Undisturbed 


TOKIO.—(/<?)(#>)—Learning of) the 


United States' recognition of Russia, 
a Foreign Office spokesman said dip- 
lomatically Saturday "Japan welcomes 
the resumption of diplomatic relations 
between two great powers with which 
she herself is in friendly intercourse." 


"This cannot affect Japan's position 


in the Orient,' 'the foreign spokesman j 
said, "and I am confident that the 
Japanese people will receive the news 
without alarm, believing it is in no 
wise adverse to Japan economically or 
politically. 


Japanese newspapers indicated the 


establishment of Russo-American re- 
lations was the biggest foreign news 
in months, flooding the streets with 
extras. The ihouts of newsboys and 
the jangling of bells carried the tid- 
ins* to^oiwwiJs -on their way ,to .-work, 


Authoritative non-Japanese sources 


expressed the opinion that the Amer- 
ican decision to return the United 
States fleet from the Pacific to the 
Atlantic had largely forestalled any 
Japanese resentment at the recogni- 
tion, interpreting it as a gesture of 
friendship to Japan offsetting a simi- 
lar move toward the Soviet. 


$520,000,000 U. S. Trade 


WASHINGTON.—(#>)—Former Sen- 


ator Smith W. Brookhart of Iowa, the 
Russian trade advisor to the Farm 
Administration, predicted that a po-

trade of $520,000,000 


would grow out of Russian recogni- 
tion. 


In addition, Brookhart, who said he- 


had consistently urged recognition 
since 1923, asserted that resumption of 
diplomatic relations "means more to 
the peace of the world than almost 
any event at this time."

NEW YORK,-Prosper!ty is bS-ing 


retarcd by the almost absolute pros- 
tration of the capital goods industries, 
which make the machinery and other 
equipment used in industry, accord- 
ing to Mason Britton, executive of a 
large publishing house, who says that 
the hope of capital goods manufacture 
ers.for theretwrn of business through 
"expansion" must be abandoned, and 
that such manufacturers, in order tp 
help recovery, 
must co-operate in 


conducting a concerted campaign to 
supply general industry with replace- 
ments for half of its equipment which 
has been found to: be obsolete. 


In explanation of; his stand-that "we 


can't haye any sustained; prosperity in 
this country until the capital goods 
industries are revived," Mr. Britton, 
in a life insurance company bulletin, 
says that the depth of-any depression 
"is about in direct ratio to the degree 
that capital goods industries are down, 
for the capital goods business gener- 
ates the employment that gives the 
consumers the buying power, through 
.yhich consumer manufacturers' can 
get production." 
"' Mr; Britton believes that the users 
of capital goods should be aroused to 
the' importance of buying, and that 
faith in business' "expansion" should 
be, discarded.' The business man who 
has been thinking .in terms of "ex- 
pansion," 
Mr. Britton says, must 


'change his thought because thare will 
be little if any expansion developing 
in the period ahead. 


Mr. Britton advocates industrial ad- 


vertising as a.means of inducing users 
of capital goods to -buy, and' explains 
what sort of advertising" should be 
adopted. 


"Industrial organizations," he says, 


"should gear their advertising of capr 
ital goods to modernization, because 
that is the only outlet that the man- 
ufacturer of equipment will have in 
ths country for the next few years. 
There is plenty of business. Fifty per 
cent of the'equipment' of this country 
is a big enough market for anybody, 
but industry must go after it. in a 
concerted," intelligent way, and mer- 
chandise the diea that, in order to 
manufacture and sell a product—and 
make a' profit—manufacturers must 
have better equipment.
